In claim 7, it appears that Jepson format is being used however the claim is 
indefinite as to what the improvement is that is required for Jepson-type claims. Without 
the improvement it would appear that everything in the claim is admitted prior art. See 
MPEP 2129 and 608.01 (m) and 37 CFR 1 .75(e). 

In claims 7,13,14, the claims are indefinite at XI and X2 without the micron ()um) 
designation following each of them because they are referred to as particle sizes but do 
not have the micron dimension recited with them. 
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In claim 13, "the relation R" lack(s) proper antecedent basis in the claim(s). It 
appears that "relationship" was intended to be - relation - in claim 7. 

Claims 8-12 are objected to as dependent on a rejected base claim.
